BARDSLEY AGAIN. 


The. Investigating Committee Re- 


sume Their Examination. 


PERQUISITES AND HOI OBTilSED, 


Mi|liuatw and ConataMaa wore Given 


Opportunity to Collect Pal Peel and 


Mad* to Pay Well for (ho 


Privilege—A Stout Denial. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 8.—The Bards- 


ley Investigating committee met last 
night In the council chamber, and re 
earned their domination into the af- 
fairs of the late city treasurer and his 
peculiar methods of administering- the 
duties of his office. The committee de- 
voted the evening- to examining the 
magistrates who collected the delin- 
quent mercantile taxes for 18811 and 
1890. 


The experts appointed by Mayor 


Stuart presented a report of the col- 
lections OK made by the magistrates 
for those years and the returns made 
by them. They reported that by Bards- 
ley's books It appeared that for each 
year Bnrdsley took 8.1,150, and that in 
1890 
he apparently paid »1,87B of this 


sum to H. M. Grifflu of Earrlsburg. 
In 1800 he •also paid 81,576 to some 
party unknown. Each year Bardsley 
had deducted {350 from each of the 
magistrates, which made the total sum 
of 88,150, half of which Bardsley de- 
voted to his own use, and the other 
half was turned over to some one else. 


All the magistrates with the excep- 


tion of two who had collected the delin- 
quent taxes for 1889 and 1890, were in 
attendance on the committee and were 
placed on tho stand. 


Magistrate Wm. B. Horn testified 


that he was appointed a collector in 
1890 
to succeed Magistrate Thompson, 


who went insane. He paid the amount 
collected from his office into the city 
treasury 
Some two months after he 


was summoned to Bardsley's, office 
with the other magistrates and re- 
ceived 
& check 
for 
the 
amount 


due him, less $850, which Bardsloy 
kept Bardsley told him that the total 
costs wore lumped and divided into 
eight parts so that the constables 
would all receive an equal amount for 
their 
work. The amount deducted 


came out of the fees of the constables. 
Tho deduction was not tho result of 
any agreement with Bardsley and he 
never received a dollar of the money 
himself or paid a dollar for his ap* 
pointment as a delinquent collector. 


Magistrates Smith, Severin, List, 


Koney, Hackett, Pulinger and Bundell 
all testified to the same facts, but their 
testimony brought out uninteresting 
information. 


It was shown that the constables 


were allowed ten cents mileage, and 
the wards given to the magistrates 
were usually a long distance from their 
offices. Bardsley always selected the 
constables for the magistrates and 
seldom allowed them to appoint an 
officer from their own office. 


A 
number 
of 
constables wore 


called, who testified that tho 9350 
were taken off by Bardsley utterly 
without their knowledge or consent, 
and nothing was known by them of 
their pooling until after it was done. 
Each constable had sought to obtain! 
processes to serve in wards long dis- 
tances from the magistrate's office. In 
one case the constable had ten miles to 
go, and charged the mileage ia each 
case, which netted him a handsome 
sum. 
This was the general practice, 


the effort seeming to bo to get as much 
mileage as possible. 


Wm. Blair, a constlble, testified that 


he was appointed to serve the processes 
of two magistrates, and Bardsley took 
S700 off him. As he was given a dis- 
trict where he hod twelve and thirteen 
miles to go to servo his processes he 
waa well satisfied with his mileage. 
He admitted that ho did not expostu- 
late with Bardsley over the amount 
taken oft his fees, as he thought Bards- 
ley would be city treasurer in 1891, 
and he wanted the appointment again. 


Wm. K. Park, chief of the bureau of 


gas, was called and asked about cer- 
tain transactions in the stock of the 
Philadelphia Qas and Improvement Go. 
and United Oas and Improvement Co., 
which letter was found among Bards- 
ley's papers, and intimated that he had 
been connected hi tho deal with W. W. 
Goodwin and Bardsley. Mr. Park denied 
ail knowledge of any such transactions, 
and said he never had any dealing's In 
stock with either Bardsley or Goodwin, 
and never owned a share of gas stock. 


LIKE A THUNDERBOLT. 


Hhe Fall Blver Cotton Manufacturer! 


Voto to Reduce Watm. 


FALL KIVEU, Mass., Sept 8.—The 


Cotton Manufacturers' association held 
a meeting yesterday afternoon and 
decided by an almost unanimous vote to 
reduce the wages of operativea 
The 


amount of reduction is not yet known, 
but it will probably be fixed at 10 per 
cent. This action of the association 
was taken because of the continued de- 
pression of the cloth trade. The mat- 
ter was referred by the manufacturers 
to the executive committee, who will 
report a schedule of prices as soon as. 
possible. The cut in wages will proba- 
bly begin on October 5. 


At the conclusion of the meeting the 


manufacturers Isauad an official expla- 
nation of their action in which they 
say that they can not continue to man- 
ufacture goods on the present basis of 
cost in viair of tho depressed condition 
of th« market At the meeting a mo- 
tion for curtailment was lost by a vote 
of 19 to 8. 


The action of the manufacturers was 


a surprise to the operatives. Secre- 
tary Howard, of the Spinners' associa- 
tion, said: "The report of the action 
of the manufacturers came to me like 
• thunderbolt 
From the daily re- 


ports of the market the country has 
been led to believ" **>"* trices were 


Inner, and the outlook for trad, 
teamed better, Fall Elver should not 
have been the first to reduce. This ac- 
tion will be followed everywhere by 
other manufacturers, and the result 
will be a lessening of the price 
paid for goods. A reduction In wages 
never yet helped a declining market, 
and in my opinion will not do it this 
time. Fall River spinners are receiv- 
ing less than spinners in other places. 
While Rhode Island and Connecticut 
can bear the depression I don't see why 
the mills here can not. I know the 
members of our union would not object 
to a month's vacation to curtail pro- 
duction, but I firmly believe they will 
resist this reduction so for as it lies in 
their power."( 


Bcone tn the T*mte»e« Homo. 


i, Tenn., Sept. 3.—There 


was a lively scone in the lower house 
of the general assembly 'yesterday 
morning over the Introduction of a 
resolution providing for the 'appoint- 
ment of a committee of senators and 
representatives to investigate the con- 
dition of the penitentiary, the convict 
lease system and the recent Briceville 
troubles. 


Objection was made that it was a 


scheme to delay action, because the 
committee could not conclude its labors 
in the time allowed for the .sitting of 
the assembly. 


After several hot speeches and an 


avalanche of amendments, the whole 
matter waa referred to the penitentiary 
committee. The tendency of moat of 
the amendments waa to prevent the 
resolution from committing1 the house 
to opposition to the abrogation of the 
present lease.

"Thla question Jug caused & great deal 


of dbcnaaloo, Alum Is need by many 
bakers to whltwUhelt bread, enabling them 
to use an Interior floor. It Is most exten- 
sively employed as a cheap substitute for 
cream of tartar In the manufacture ot bak- 
ing powders. It has not been considered 
Immediately dangerous; n'.though If con- 
tinued It Induces dyspepsia and obstinate 
constipation. But the fact that many cases 
of poisoning have occurred from the use of 
alum, pots the question In a more serious 
aspect, and prudent people will exercise 
caution In the selection of baking powders, 


"tinder what conditions then, does this 


substance—formerly used only for me- 
chanical or medicinal purposes—become 
poisonous? They are certainly obscure, 
and at present we can only surmise what 
they may be. We suspect that the cause 
exists hi the Individual poisoned; some pe- 
culiarity of the constitution producing a 
motbid change In the secretions of the the 
stomach,,with which the alum combines 
and forms an active poison; or the secre- 
tions may be healthy but In unusual pro- 
portions, and that these less or greater pro- 
portions In combination with the alum con- 
stitute a poison. 


"For example, two parts of mercury and 


two parts of chlorine form calomel, which 
is not poisonous, but change the proportions 
In one part mercury and two parts of chlor- 
ine, and we got corrosive sublimate, which 
Is a deadly poison. 


"Then again, we know nothing of the 


constitutional peculiarities. Why Is it that 
one person can eat all kinds of green 
fruits and vegetables with Impunity, while 
the same course might cost another Individ- 
ual his life? One person can handle poison 
Ivy and sumac without being In the least 
affected; another Is poisoned if he ap- 
proaches to within 10 feet of them. Oat of 
a family residing In a malarial dlstrict,some 
of the members will suffer half the year 
with fever and ague, while the others will 
enjoy excellent health dating the entire 
year. Foods that are wholesome to some 
persons are actually poisonous to others. 
This Is especially true ot some kinds of 
flsb. Theie is no safety In taking alum 
Into the stomach,asit Is shown to be always 
Injurious, and often dangerous." * * 
*

Session ol the National Oommli 
•ion— A Large Attendance.

was presented and ordered printed. 


The commission then adjourned until 


2:80 this afternoon, when they pro- 
ceeded with tho routine business of the 
session.

Democratic Fright. 


The latest news from New York touch- 


ing political affairs as they relate to the 
Democrats ot that state are not very en- 
eoaraging, to say tbe least, and may be 
quite depressing.

The fact that Hill did not resign and 


open the way for Jones' promotion has 
proven a great disappointment to Jones, 
and being "so near, yet so far," from the 
office of johief magistrate of that great 
commonwealth, has caused him to long 
for that great office, and now he is an 
avowed and open candidate. 


David B. Hill, however, has pat his 


foot down on Jones' aspirations, and has 
filed notice on Jones that he is dictator 
of Democratic politics ot New York, and 
director of the official fortunes ot Dem- 
ocratic aspirants tor offloe, and that Jones 
don't suit him, hence can't be governor. 
This is worse and more of it tot the man 
who "pays the freight" It Is absolutely 
harrowing to his peace of mind. It is 
heaping insult upon insult. 


Jones refuses longer to remain passive, 


has declared war, and raises tbe black 
flag. At a meeting of representative 
Democrats from New York and Buffalo, 
held,m Saratoga on Tuesday, Lieutenant 
Governor Jones expressed a willingness 
to accept an independent nomination 
for governor and it is further stated that 
part of the plan decided npon at this 
meeting is a convention at Albany of the 
Central Labor Union ot the state, to be 
held between tbe dates fixed for holding 
the Republican and Democratic state 
conventions, which convention will place 
Jones in nomination for governor This 
settles the question of his candidacy.

The Urbana Herald oaye: "The last 


genera) assembly, out n{ deference to the 
air sex, and in the belief that the iniin- 
enoe of women at school elections would 
>e wholeeorne, pnaeed a law which gave 
0 women the right to vote at sohool 
elections. This was done in tbe face of 
ho fact that each a law is nnoonetitn- 
io<nal, ani] if any contest in a school 
election is carried to the courts, it will be 
BO decided. Section 1 of article VII, ot 
.he oonstitkm of 1870, provides as follows: 


"Every person having resided in this 


state one year, in the county 90 days, and 
n the election district SO days next pre- 
ceding any election therein 
* 
* 
* 


vho shall be a male citizen of the United 
Mates, above the age of 21 years, shall 
be entitled to vote at snob election." 


We know ot no amendment or modifi- 


cation of this section, and hence cannot 
see how women can be given the right to 
vote at any election without a constitu- 
ional amendment.

Lacy, of 
Lovington; A, J. Biajshaw, ot Bloom- 
ington, and Mrs. A. 0. Pitts, of Orting, 
Washington.

The 116th Begiment was made up 


chiefly ot Macon county men. On Nor. 
8,1862, there were 980 officers and pri- 
vates in line as they marched from the 
camp at tbe old fair grounds through the 
streets of the city to the Union depot to 
take tbe train for Cairo. The regiment 
came back in 1865 with only 860 men 
The colonels were N. W. Tapper and 
John E. Maddux; the lieutenant colonels, 
J. F. Boyd, Anderson Froman, John E. 
Maddux and John 8. Windsor; the 
majors, A. Fromon, Anderson MoOlnrg, 
John a Windsor and Nicholas Geeoh- 
wind; the adjutants, O. H. Fuller, W. B. 
Orissey and Myron Holoomb; the quar- 
termasters, Lyman King and 0. F. 
Emery; the surgeons, chief, Dr. In N. 
Barnes; assistant surgeon, John A, Heofc- 
eJmao; chaplain, H. M. Baker.
